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300 parents: Pay

Approximately 150 
teachers picketed outside the school 
administration building before Tues-

The board also voted unanimously 
to endorse all four articles on the 
Special Town Meeting warrant. 


The first article is for approval of 
the more than $1 million cut from 
the budget last summer in response 
to the state aid reductions made by 
the Dukakis administration. 

The town cut $600,000 and the 
schools $570,000 from their budgets 
in order to meet the reductions in 
state aid. 

The town has implemented those 
cuts administratively and Acting 
Town Manager Anthony Torrisi is

Local businesses to push for 
tax shift at hearing Monday

The business community will ask 
the Board of Selectmen Monday 
night to shift some of its tax burden 
back to residential property owners.

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Covers make 
sonic booms

Residents of Lowell Street are 
asking the town to make repairs to 
four newly installed manhole covers 
that make ‘“‘sonic-type booms” when 
struck by trailer trucks. 

Fred Kulaga, of 367 Lowell St., 
and seven of his neighbors told the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night 
that the manholes were installed im- 
properly when the road recently was 
resurfaced. They were set too low 
and are potholes, according to Mr. 
Kulaga. 

When empty trucks hit the holes 
the trucks bounce up, causing the 
noise. 

“It isn’t the noise alone. We can 
stand the thump,” said Hazel Cox, of 
372 Lowell St. “It is the trucks that 
may have 10 wheels that start with 
the first wheel thump, but by the 
time the last set of wheels hit the 
holes the vibrations shake the 
house.”’ 

The neighbors said the vibrations 
tilt pictures on the walls and rattle 
dishes on the shelves. Some of them 
also blamed the vibrations for caus- 
ing cracks in the walls of their 
homes. 

The neighbors said they have 
talked with the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, the Water Department 
and the town engineer, all to no a- 
vail. They also have submitted a 
warrant article for the June Town 
Meeting in case they can’t get the 
problem fixed before then. 

Selectman Charles Wesson asked 
Avting Town Manager Anthony Tor- 
risi to look into the problem and re- 
port back to the board. 

The neighbors also asked select- 
men for an update on the traffic 
lights for the intersection at Hag- 
gett’s Pond Road and Lowell Street. 
And they asked for street lights to 
illuminate a dangerous curve on that 
part of Lowell Street near Raytheon. 

Residents last April voted to spend 
$175,000 for the traffic lights, but 
they have yet to be installed. 


Mr. Torrisi said the money appro- 
priated was not enough to complete 
the work needed at the intersection. 
He said a warrant article is on the 
June meeting warrant for additional 
money. That article asks for another 
$110,000 to be used for that intersec- 
tion and the one at Dascomb and 
Frontage roads. 


Selectman Gerald Silverman told 
the group that installing street lights 
in that area of Lowell Street was 
highly unlikely.

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Grandmother loves daycare

My grandmother, Grace McGuffin, had 
told me so much about the adult daycare 
center in Andover that I was curious to 
see the center for myself. From the day 
she joined the program, she became a dif- 
ferent person. 

She was a woman of independence 
again, taking a taxi to and from the cen- 
ter by herself — at the age of 87. 

“I have something to look forward to 
now,”’ became the theme of her conversa- 
tions. “There are so many things to do 
there and everyone is so pleasant.”’ 

It was almost as if a fairy godmother 
had visited my grandmother and pro- 
vided her with a warm and friendly place 
where she felt at home. I found myself 
driving to the daycare center one day to 
meet Kathy Urquhart, director of the pro- 


gram. 

Ms. Urquhart greeted me at the en- 
trance. As we walked into the main activ- 
ity room, I immediately saw the bulletin 
board my grandmother had described to 
me. It was covered with felt butterflies, 
each labeled with the name of a program 
participant. The board was a creative 
way, my grandmother had thought, to 
keep track of where everyone was during 
the day. 

I spotted my grandmother in the corner 
of the main room, which was filled with 
tables, easy chairs and cabinets. Her face 
brightened when she realized I was there. 
Ms. Urquhart’s interest in the elderly de- 
veloped when she was a sociology student 
working as a waitress on the side, and 
became friendly with senior citizens who 
were her regulars. She finds her position 
as director rewarding as she is constantly 
receiving positive feedback from those 
with whom she works. 

The Andover Adult Daycare program is 
designed to develop the social lives of se- 
nior citizens by keeping them integrated 
in the community. The program is open to 
residents of Andover and surrounding 
communities — North Andover, Chelms- 
ford, Lawrence, Lowell, Methuen, 
Tewksbury, Stoneham and Wakefield. 
The center is located in the same building 
as the Andover Council on Aging so day 
program members are welcome to par- 
pri in Council on Aging activities, 
such as movies or bingo. The center is 
visited frequently by eighth-grade stu- 
dents from the school next door and nurs- 
ery school children visit around the 
holidays. The program will celebrate its 
sixth anniversary in August. 

Ms. Urquhart is assisted by Marion 
Aziz, a registered nurse, and Jennifer 
Currier, program aide. The average age 
of members is a little over 80 years, but 
people who are not elderly are welcome.

The house rules, ‘‘no grouches along”’ 
and “a smile goes a long way,’”’ set the 
mood. A buddy system guarantees that no 
one will feel lonely during the day. Daily 
activities range from group discussions 
about current affairs, crafts, walks out- 
doors, indoor bowling, sing alongs, card 
playing, bingo, story readings and “Quiz 
of the Century’’ contests. 


While Ms. Urquhart and I were talking, 
I glanced at my grandmother. She ap- 
peared to be in her element. She was a 
practicing nurse for 50 years and had al- 
ways enjoyed working with people. I am 
glad she now has someone to share her 
stories with, someone who knows exactly 
what it is like to be 87 years old in the 
year 1990. 


I commented that it was nice to see my 
grandmother with people instead of being 
in her apartment alone. Despite family 
and friends visiting her whenever possi- 
ble, nothing had eased her feelings of 
loneliness and alienation. Ms. Urquhart 
was not surprised by this. She said that 
not only were these feelings common for 


the elderly, but they are characteristic of 
them. Often, she said, elderly people feel 
they are unwanted and their families are 
trying to get rid of them by putting them 
in nursing homes — a fear my grand- 
mother had expressed in the past. 


Seeing Ms. Urquhart’s intuition into my 
grandmother’s situation as well as her 
adeptness with the people made me un- 
derstand how my grandmother could 
have ite So attached to her new day- 
time dwelling.

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New fund protects college savings 


A new fund will help parents 
save for their children’s college 
education by ensuring their sav- 
ings against rising tuition costs. 

The College ieee Fund 
encourages families to save for 
college a athe that these 
savings keep pace with tuition 
increases, said Rep. Sue Tucker, 
who worked on the proposal for 
two years as a member of the 
state Education Committee. 

COF allows families to buy tax- 
exempt municipal mini-bonds in 
denominations as low as $50. The 
bonds are worth a pre-determined 
percentage of a college’s tuition, 
and this percentage will remain 
fixed. This will effectively lock in 
tomorrow’s tuition cost at today’s 
prices, Rep. Tucker said. 

When the bonds are redeemed at 
the participating college, their va- 
lue will be at least the tuition per- 
centage established at the time of 
purchase. Massachusetts will 
guarantee that the redeemed bond 


will pay a rate equal to the aver- 
age increase in college tuition 
costs. And participating institu- 
tions will guarantee that the sav- 
ings will equal their individual 
college increases. 

“With the rapidly rising tuition 
costs, most families find the pros- 
pect of saving for their children’s 
college education very discourag- 
ing,” Rep. Tucker said. 


If a college’s tuition costs $3,000 
and you buy $3,000 in bonds, no 


matter what it costs when the stu- 
dents is a freshman, he or she is 
guaranteed one full year at the 
school, an aide explained. 


The Massaschusetts Education 
Loan Authority will administer the 
program, and officials anticipate 
the bonds will be available in Sep- 
tember.

How to build an abbey 


By Susan O'Neill 


After aligning, drilling and bolting the 
three 8-foot panels, or ‘‘flats,”’ of scenery 
together, Jeff Beale and David Adler 
muscle the finished wall upright. Susan 
Adler inspects her masterpiece, checking 
out each painted stone in the dusty light 
of the Dundee Park storage building. Sur- 
veying the black lines of each column, 
tracing the painted fig leaf trim around 
the archway. 

It looks good — but something is not 
right. Ms. Adler steps back, then an- 
nounces, ‘‘You’ve put them together 
backward. The right side’s on the left.” 

Mr. Adler and Mr. Beale exchanged an- 
guished looks. It looks good. But Ms. Adl- 
er will not be moved. Dutifully, the two 
men lower the wall face down to the floor 
and pull out their wrenches. 

It won’t play Broadway — or even the 
Collins Center — but the scenery for Mer- 
rimack Junior Theatre’s production of 
“The Sound of Music,” to be staged in 
Doherty’s Memorial Auditorium March 9 
through 11, does not betray its amateur 
status. The pieces — stone walls, a pala- 
tial staircase, balconies — are built on a 
grand scale, joined with precision and 
precisely detailed, right down to the 
painted fig leaves. 

The set is the first-ever attempt at the- 
ater design by Andover residents Adler 
and Genee Morrissey. Their only prior 
collaborative effort had been co-chairing 
Boy Scout Troop 77. “We figured if we 
could do that,” says Ms. Morrissey, “we 
could do this.” 

The pair began work in January with 
the play’s directors, Josie Walker and 
Linda Zimmerman, who drew up a floor 
plan for two .major, sets. — an Austrian 
abbey and the interior of the 1930s-era 
von Trapp family mansion. The neophyte 


designers dug through piles of library 
poke to learn about Austrian architec- 
ure. 

“‘We now know the difference between a 
cathedral in Germany and one in Italy,” 
says Ms. Morrissey. Armed with their 
new knowledge and the advice of Susan 
Rogers and Joann Twohig, who had de- 
signed sets for previous MJT plays, Ms. 
Adler and Ms. Morrissey drew their scen- 
ery to scale on graph paper. 

From inspiration the two women 
moved on to perspiration. Working in car- 
dboard, a finished plywood called luan 
and pine framing lumber, Ms. Adler, Ms. 
Morrissey, Mr. Beale (an engineering

trimester restrictions because the 
state does have an interest in that 
fetus.

The focus should be on educating 
younger people on other methods of 
birth control, according to Mr. Man- 
ning. 

¢ Universal Health care: 

“T don’t think it’s fiscally responsi- 
ble,’’ Mr. Manning said. 

Mr. Manning said, ‘‘We obviously 
have some obligation to take care of 
people that can’t take care of them- 
selves.”’ 

But the state cannot estimate what 
universal health care is going to cost 
the taxpayers, according to the can- 
didate. 

“The state has always offered al- 
most all of the Medicare and Medi- 
caid pocecams that are available. 
Not all of them are federally funded. 
We’re paying some of them 100 per- 
cent at the state level. 

“Over the past five years the state 
budget has grown over 70 percent,” 
far ahead of the rate of inflation, Mr. 
Manning said. 

¢ Public education: 

“T would close down Mass. Mari- 
time Academy,’’ Mr. Manning said. 

‘Mass. Maritime, I feel, has lost 
its mission. Eighty-five percent of 
graduates, five years down the road 
rea work in the maritime indus- 

ry.” 

¢ New taxes: 

“At the present time, I don’t think 


that any tax increase should even be 
considered,’ Mr. Manning said. 
“What we should do first, before 
raising any taxes, is look at every 
ak the state offers and we 
ave to decide whether to continue 
that program. Some of them are 
small in terms of dollar amounts 
and some of them are fairly large,” 
Mr. Manning said. 
Rep. Tucker’s record 
. Manning disagrees with Rep. 
Tucker’s position on several issues. 

“There are a number of things she 
didn’t vote for in 1989 that disturb 
me and should disturb the people of 
ee Mr. Manning 
said. 

“She voted not to eliminate the 15 
i pa tax increase,” Mr. Manning 
said, 

The 15 percent tax increase hiked 
the state income tax on July 1, 1989, 
from 5 percent to 5.75 percent. The 
change showed up on this year’s 
state tax forms. 

Asked to clarify her position, Ms. 
Tucker this week said no such vote 
has yet taken place. She did support 
the original tax hike, but said the 
legislation has a built in “sunset’’ 
that returns the tax to 5 percent at 
the end of this year. 

Rep. Tucker voted against a bill 
requiring persons to show proof of 
citizenship before hospital emergen- 
cy treatment would be provided. Mr. 
Manning supported that proposal. 

Also, in March of last year, Rep. 
Tucker opposed a move to reduce 
funds to purchase and maintain 
state vehicles, according to Mr. 
Manning. He supports the cuts. 

Rep. Tucker said she has support- 
ed cuts in funding for state vehicles, 
but may have voted against one par- 
ticular proposal because of its meth- 
od. She didn’t recall the specific 
vote, but said there has been more 
than one proposal to cut funding for 
state vehicles and it.is possible that 
she voted against one proposal in fa- 
vor of another. 

Mr. Manning pointed out that Rep. 
Tucker voted for an increase in the 
deeds excise tax, which he is 
against. Ms. Tucker said that was 
true. The dollars raised by the in- 
crease were earmarked to help ease 
prison overcrowding, according to 


Rep. Tucker. 

But according to Mr. Manning, 
Rep. Tucker’s votes represent a pat- 
tern that is costing taxpayers. 

“T think it represents a philoso- 
phy. It doesn’t matter what the line 
item is. It’s still coming out of my 
pocket and your pocket,’’ Mr. Man- 
ning said. 

Eight is enough 

Mr. Manning said he will not run a 
negative campaign, but will instead 
point out the advantages of a change 
in leadership. He has worked on the 
“Right is Enough” campaign to lim- 
it terms for politicians. 

“T have a lot of respect for any 
candidate, Republican or Democrat, 
that can get elected to office four 
times,” Mr. Manning said. 

“By the same token, I don’t think 
anybody should hold office for more 
than eight years. 

“T think it breeds an ineffective- 
ness and, in other cases, it breeds a 
monopoly of power. And both of 
those scenarios are bad.” 

Local support 

Members of the local Republican 
Town Committee have been very en- 
couraging, according to Mr. Man- 
ning. Chairman Gary Coon said the 
Republicans are excited to have 
someone to oppose Ms. Tucker. 

“We're definitely supportive of 
him. We’re excited that he’s run- 
ning,’’ Mr. Coon said. 

But the chairman said it is too ear- 
ly for the town committee to throw 
its support behind Mr. Manning. 

“The fact is that we’re not 100 per- 
cent sure that we’re not going to 
have more than one candidate,” Mr. 
Coon said. 

The committee is putting its en- 
ergies right now into the state races 
and looking forward to the conven- 
tion on March 10, according to Mr. 
Coon. 

Mr. Manning was elected at the 
senatorial caucus last month to at- 
tend the Republican convention as a 
delegate supporting Paul Cronin for 
governor. 

His own base of support will be the 
registered Republicans in Andover 
and South Lawrence, according to 
Mr. Manning. But he knows those 
numbers will not be enough to get 
him elected on their own. 


“The difference is going to be in 
the Independent vote,” he predicted. 

“This keg the Independents are 
going to be looking for change. 

“T also think you are going to see a 
lot of Democrats changing over this 


year. 

“T believe that we are going to 
have a Republican governor and 
that I would be able to work better 
with a Republican governor than 
could Mrs, Tucker.” 

Student at Lowell 

Mr. Manning is editor of The Con- 
nector, the University of Lowell’s 
newspaper. He also served as busi- 
ness manager as well as helped de- 
sign and implement a computer 
system for the paper. 

Last spring Mr. Manning, a mem- 
ber of the school senate, and other 
students approached the universi- 
ty’s board 0 i Sa and requested 
a 29 percent tuition hike. 

The state was cutting funding, 
threatening the school’s accredita- 
tion and programs, according to Mr. 
Manning. ; 

“The academic quality of the uni- 
versity is something everybody is 
proud of,”’ Mr. Manning said. 

The board of regents “kind of 
scratched their heads,’’ regarding 
the tuition hike request, but ended 
up only raising it the same 7.7 per- 
cent other state colleges and univer- 
sities were raised. 

While at Andover High, Mr. Man- 
ning wrote for the The Rock, the 
high school’s paper, and contributed 
articles and columns to both the 
Andover Townsman and the Law- 
rence Eagle Tribune. 


Personal 

Mr. Manning likes skiing and scu- 
ba diving, but said he hasn’t had 
time for either this year. Donald 
Trump is one of the men he admires 
most, 

“T’ve read just about everything 
ever written about Donald Trump,” 
Mr. Manning said, and he agrees 
with Mr. Trump's philosophy. 

“If you’re going to do something, 
do it right and to the best of your 
ability. If you’re not going to do it 
right, don’t do it at all,” Mr. Man- 
ning said, summing up that philoso- 
phy.

“‘When the Finance Committee re- 
port comes out, the chart will detail 
all the cuts made by the town and 
the school,’’ Mr. Torrisi said.

ople, programs and_ services 
unded this year, would cost the 
school system $22,544,183. The Fi- 
nance Committee has recommended 
a schools’ budget of $21,274,024, 
based on estimates of all revenue 
factors including state aid. 

The $1,270,159 shortfall could be 
offset in at least two areas, said Dr. 
Seifert. 

Energy costs, both in heating and 
lighting, could be defrayed if course 
charges for Department of Commu- 
nity Services classes were _in- 
creased, he said. Or, if all the DCS 
classes housed in different school 
buildings were moved to one build- 
ing, that would repeat a savings. 

Another area discussed was in- 
creasing community support for ath- 
letics in the form of booster clubs. 

Because cuts could affect both 
staff and programs, Dr. Seifert said 
diploma requirements at Andover 
High may have to be altered. He 
said .equirements would still meet 
state mandates, but might have to 
be lowered, due to reductions in the 
number of course sections, which 
would result in scheduling difficul- 
ties for students. 

The School Committee is expected 
to look further at the recommended 
reductions and discuss the budget in 
greater detail at its March 13 meet- 
ing.

After some discussion Monday 
night, selectmen agreed to allow two 
separate votes on the article at the 
Special Town Meeting, one on the 
school cuts and another on the town 
services. 

But Ms. Marden told selectmen 
that the cuts were not made without 
one side considering the other side, 
that some of the $600,000 cut from 
the town side are shared expenses, 
and that the two sides shouldn’t be 
dealt with separately. 

“The whole thing has to work to- 
gether as a package or it doesn’t 
work at all in the budget model,” 
Ms. Marden told the board. 

Delaying those cuts now would 
only hit twice as hard next year, 
according to both Mr. Torrisi and 
Ms. Marden. 

“When we go to Town Meeting in 
June, we will have that much less 
free cash to put toward next year’s 
budget,” Ms. Marden said. 

But even if the school cuts are not 
approved at the Special Town Meet- 
ing, the School Committee would 
have no obligation to spend the mon- 
ey for teachers’ salaries, according 
to committee Chairwoman Margo 
Tilghman.

time since 1975 the town had to bor- 
row in anticipation of revenues last 
fall, according to Mr. Torrisi. 

“This year we have spent over 
$100,000 for borrowing in anticipa- 
tion of revenues. We will avoid that 
next year completely by quarterly 
tax billing,’ Mr. Torrisi said. 

In addition to saving the $100,000 
expense, interest on the revenues 
would produce an additional $150,- 
000, for a swing of $250,000 in the 
town’s favor, according to Mr. Torri- 
Si. 

Selectman James Barenboim 
questioned the effect the change 
could have on some elderly residents 
living on strict budgets. 

“Tf we save $250,000, people out 
there are going to lose $250,000,”’ Mr. 
Barenboim said. 

Some residents who depend on in- 
vestment interest to live could be 
hurt, according to Mr. Barenboim. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman sug- 
gested an exemption for people over 
70 years old. The board agreed to 
support the article, but asked Mr. 
Torrisi to look into whether it would 
be possible to include the exemption. 

The change would mean two tax 
bills for residents between now and 
Aug. 1. 

The town currently sends tax bills 
out twice yearly. One half of the esti- 
mated tax bills for fiscal 1990 were 
mailed out in November and were 
due 30 days later. 

The actual tax rate can’t be set 
until the budget cuts proposed in ar- 
ticle one are voted on. Once the final 
budget is approved by the Special 
Town Meeting, the tax rate will be 
set, approved by the state, and the 
balance due on the actual tax bills 
can be mailed out.

That could be by mid April,” 
according to Town Assessor William 
Krajeski. Those bills would be due 30 
days later, around mid-May. 

If the quarterly tax billing article 
is approved, another bill will follow 
in three months. 


“The first estimated bill for fiscal 
1991 would be due August 1,” said. 
Mr. Krajeski. 


Change assessment date 

The fourth and final article on the 
warrant would change the assess- 
ment date for property tax billing 
purposes. 

The assessment date would be 
moved from the end of the calendar 
year, Dec. 31, to the end of the fiscal 
year, June 30. 


This would allow the benefit of a- 
one-time bonus of six months’ new 
oo assessments to be taxed in 
1991. 

The change would also allow tax- 
ing new properties much sooner 
than is currently possible. 

Currently, a house built in Feb- 
ruary of 1990 wouldn’t be assessed 
until December of 1990, and wouldn’t 
be taxed until July of 1991. The pro- 
posal would allow the assessment 
date to move to June, so that the 
house built in February 1990 would 
be assessed in June 1990, and could 
be taxed in July 1990.

Town officials are knocking resi- 
dents over their collective heads, 
“begging to be told what Andoverites 
want from town government, what 
residents’ priorities are in terms of 
spending tax dollars. 

Members of the School Commit- 
tee, the Board of Selectmen, the Fi- 
nance Committee and the Planning 
Board responded to School Commit- 
tee member Susan Poore’s sugges- 
tion to re-issue the 1976 town-wide 
survey by doing so. 

So Monday, the town will mail out 

‘a two-page survey to all residents. 
It will be tucked in with the Finance 
Committee’s words about the 
March 12 Special Town Meeting. In 
1976, when the town last sent out 
such a survey, the response was 
about 25 percent. Although that is 
an excellent return, we hope this 
will be even better. 


As the four-board letter accompa- 
nying the survey states, money is 
tight. Joanne Marden, chairwoman 
of the FinCom, points out that And- 
over will either have to cut back in 
its current level of services, or the 
town will have to override Proposi- 
tion 24 to keep up. 


The problem is local aid is drying 
up and the town can’t expect to re- 
ceive as much as it used to on the 
so-called Cherry Sheets. 


Also, even though there has been 
quite a lot of building during the 
80s, which means an increase in 
available taxes, the school popula- 

»tion is growing, adding a strain on 
the already-taxed school buildings 
and systems. Also being taxed are 
the town’s roads, sewer lines and 
ouiet parts of the aging infrastruc- 
ure. 


In short, residents are being given 
the chance to make some choices. 
What’s more ik toh to you, the 
quality of the schools or the roads? 
What would you rather afford, more 

olice and fire officials, or more 
ousing for the elderly? 


Most of those choices aren’t ei- 
ther/or situations. But town offi- 
cials need to hear residents’ 
priorities so they can make some 
crucial decisions.

according to Joanne Marden, chair- 
woman of the Finance Committee. 
She and other members of town 
boards hope to receive another good 
* return, 14 years later. 

Members of four committees put 
the survey together on the sugges: 
tion of Susan Poore, a member of the 
School Committee. It is being sent 
along with the FinCom’s report on 
the March 12 Special Town Meeting. 
The deadline to return the survey is 
March 15, but committee members 
suggest residents bring it to the 
March 12 Special Town Meeting 
where it will be collected. 

Mrs. Marden said the committees 
decided to send the survey because 
Andover, like all other communities 
in the state, is working with reduc- 
tions in state aid and other available 
revenues. 

“We have to get our priorities in 
order,” she said. 

Mrs. Marden said eventually And- 
over will have to cut back in services 
or override the tax limiting Proposi- 
tion 2%. 

The survey asks residents to rate 
in terms of importance the quality of 
development, housing costs, near- 
ness to job, reasonable tax rate and 
more. It asks residents what they 
think are the five main issues in 
Andover’s future and then lists some 
examples —quality of schools, qual- 
ity of municipal service, cost of 
. housing, lack of class mixture, im- 
proved public transit, keeping a rea- 
sonable tax rate and more. 

And it asks residents to list five

Town boards ask for residents’ priorities 


ihe for town spending, and 
en lists some choices from reduc- 
ing traffic problems, police and fire 
protection, maintaining the infras- 
tructure, new schools, operating 
schools and more. 

The letter that accompanies the 
town-wide survey begins, ‘You can 
help in planning Andover’s future. 
After more than a decade of vigor- 
ous growth, Andover enters the ’90s 
with demands on town and school 
services increasing faster than 
available revenues.” 

The committee members who 
drew up the survey decided to ask 
the same questions as those on the 
1976 survey. “. . . The choices 
are relevant to the problems And- 
over faces in the 90s. By re-issuing 
the same survey with only a few 
changes, we will be able to compare 
today’s answers to the earlier re- 
sults and see how public perception 
and priorities have changed,” the 
letter states. 

Under a section called ‘Andover 
in the ’80s,” the letter states that the 
population of Andover has gone from 
26,370 in 1980 to 28,713 in 1989. Hous- 
ing units have grown from 8,889 in 
1980 to 10,295 in 1989, according to 
the letter. 

The median sales price of a single 
family home here went from $80,500 
in 1980 to $245,000 during the sarne 
time frame period, according to the 
letter. And the average residential 
tax bill went from $1,830 in 1980 to 
$2,450 in 1989, the letter states. 

The letter points out that $1 in 1980 
equals about 66% cents today, 


oe to the Consumer Price In- 
ex. 

“Careful planning led to a desira- 
ble mix of high quality residential, 
commercial and in- 
dustrial development,” according to 
the letter. ‘The River Road and 
Lowell Junction areas saw the addi- 
tion of over three million square feet 
of industrial development during the 
last 10 years. Two hotels were built 
with a total of 450 rooms.” 

In addition, 944 single-family 
homes were built during the 1980s, 
the letter states. ‘The four largest 
multiple family developments in- 
creased Andover’s housing stock by 
an additional 600 units.” 

The letter states that the town’s 
growth has placed increased de- 
mands on town and school services. 
Major capital projects completed 
since 1980 are school renovations 
and additions, the Collins Center, the 
expansion of the Water Treatment 
Plant, the Riverina Road pumping 
station, the conversion of East Ju- 
nior High School to town and school 
offices, the addition to the library, 
parking lots for the Central Business 
District, the renovation of the Old 
Town Hall and several smaller pro- 
jects. 

“All this was accomplished within 
the constraints of the Proposition 2% 
levy limit,” says the letter. 

The rate of growth has slowed, 
according to the committees. Reduc- 
tions in state aid and limits on local 
taxing ability will mean smaller 
budgets. 

But the demands on Andover’s de-

“The number of children in our 
public schools declined during the 
80s, but now those numbers are be- 
ginning to increase at the elemen- 
tary level. At the same time, 
Andover’s population is aging, cre- 
ating increased demand for services 
i t to the elderly.”
